21st Century Fund Effects Change 

Guided by an oversight group and 21st Century Coordina¬ 
tor Susan Theiss, 21st Century Fund faculty committees 
have spent several months looking at cutting edge tech¬ 
nologies, themes and methodologies. Their work helps 
provide the direction for using the Fund, which— as 
defined by Trustees— intends to make NSCDS truly 
distinctive in the areas of foreign language, mathematics, 
science, multi-cultural awareness and computers. 

There are many opinions and theories about what a good 
school should do to prepare its students for the 21st 
Century. However, research culled by Susan Theiss 
indicates that educators reach consensus on a few specific 
principles which include: 

. child-centered teaching with less lecturing and an 
appreciation for different learning styles 
. experiential, hands-on learning 
. integrated, interdisciplinary curriculum, based on 
themes and full of real-life applications and group 
work 

NSCDS is proud that many of these ideas have been in 
place at North Shore since its founding in 1919, and that 
Perry Dunlap Smith’s vision of progressive education is 
alive and well in today’s NSCDS classrooms. Together 
with an understanding of these concepts and with the 
support of the Fund, NSCDS has initiated a foreign 
language program for students from K - 12 and a summer 
immersion program, brought in a mathematician as a 
master in residence and provided additional funding for 
the new seventh grade PDS 2000 Program. 

In addition, the technology committee, led by Computer 
Science Department head Jan Migaki, has organized a 
series of computer classes for faculty, recruited student 
“trouble-shooters, and set up a software preview center 
where teachers can go to review new educational software 
in advance of purchase. Also, at the suggestion of 
committee members, computers have been taken out of the 
lab and placed in the classroom. 

The 21st Century Fund was created in the spring of ’93, 
when members of the Board of Trustees earmarked $1 
million to create a framework for distinction at NSCDS. 

In doing so, Trustees seek to implement the School’s 
mission statement, which pledges to prepare students for 


the challenges of the next century while preserving the 
School’s traditions and the values and culture established 
by founder Perry Dunlap Smith. 

Marshall Concert Features Rising Star 

The 10th Annual Susan Marshall Concert in March featured 
violinst Jennifer Koh. Ms. Koh also spent part of the day at 
the School. “My favorite part of coming was talking to the 
children. We don’t have music in our school,” said 
Jennifer, who visited a number of Lower and Middle School 
classrooms after her concert in the auditorium. 

A senior at Benet Academy in Lisle, Ms. Koh began her 
violin studies at age three, and currently studies with 
Almita and Roland Vamos of the Oberlin Conservatory.

Hines Fellow Lives Dreams 

Tradition has always played an important role at North 
Shore Country Day. One of the traditions we hold particu¬ 
larly dear is our motto “Live and Serve.” The Harold 
Hines, Jr. Visiting Fellowship was established to bring 
distinguished individuals to campus whose lives articulate 
the challenge of this school philosophy. Last January, Bill 
Pinkney spoke to the School community as the 1992-1993 
Harold Hines Visiting Fellow. 

When Bill Pinkney was a child looking out of the window 
of his South Side home in Chicago, he dreamed of circum¬ 
navigating the globe alone. Though he was raised in an 
atmosphere that offered dire predications for the future of a 
young black boy, he refused to be defeated or diverted. In 
fact, his commitment only grew. In June of 1992 at the age 
of 57, he became the first African-American to circumnavi¬ 
gate the globe.

On Tuesday, January 12, 1993, Pinkney spent the day 
talking to students at NSCDS about his incredible odyssey 
and sharing his inspirational story. During his talk with 
students, Pinkney stressed the importance of following 
one’s dreams and never allowing the prejudice of others to 
stand in your way. As he pointed out, “If you are in the 
middle of the ocean and a fifty-foot wave comes at you,

Dr. Barbara Wilmot, the 1993-94 Master-in-Residence, 
began her tenure at North Shore last April, by giving a 
mini-workshop on “Making Math Meaningful, Logical 
and Useful and Maybe Even Fun and Exciting!” 

The introductory workshop last April, for faculty from 
The North Shore Country Day School, six other indepen¬ 
dent schools and five public schools, offered exercises 
which focused on communicating math concepts, “math 
language” and practical applications of math. 


During the 1993-94 school year, Dr. Wilmot is spending at 
least nine days in NSCDS classrooms working with small 
groups. The goal of Wilmot’s residency is to help NSCDS 
teachers incorporate the new national standards—which 
include problem-solving, communication in math, 
reasoning, estimation, geometry, technology, statistics, 
measurement and more—that will become integral to the 
NSCDS math program throughout grades K-12. 

Dr. Wilmot has been involved in mathematics education for 
30 years as a teacher at elementary, junior high, high school 
and college levels. As a mathematics education consultant, 
she has worked with dozens of school districts; as a staff 
developer she has presented over 300 in-service sessions in 
21 states. Her professional presentations have been in the 
areas of technology, geometry, probability and statistics, 
problem solving, meaningful computation, using manipula¬ 
tive learning aids, number sense, staff development, school 
renewal, parent involvement and assessment. 

She is a member of the Illinois Council of Teachers of 
Mathematics and National Council of Teachers of Math¬ 
ematics and is the author of five books, four sets of activity 
packets and many articles.

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Annual Report 1992-93 


In fiscal year 1992-93, the Board of Trustees of North Shore 
Country Day School regretfully planned and accepted a 
significant deficit in the School’s financial operations. The 
deficit, exceeding six hundred thousand dollars, resulted 
primarily from two major items: 

(1) a decline in student enrollment of 42 

(2) one-time transition expenses to a new senior 
administration. 

Obviously, annual deficits of this magnitude cannot be sup¬ 
ported into the future. With the one-time transition expenses 
behind us and confidence that enrollment has stabilized and 
should grow in subsequent years, the Trustees voted to fund 
the deficit by increasing the School’s long-term borrowing. 

North Shore joins its independent school competitors operat¬ 
ing in a difficult economic environment. More than ever, the 
educational experience delivered must satisfy existing North 
Shore families and attract new ones. The Trustees believe 
substantial progress has been made in this regard with further 
improvements yet to come. 

Fiscal year 1993-94 promises a modest enrollment increase 
and a budget approaching break-even. Financial prudence 


will still be the order of the day. However, I am confident that 
the School community will meet the current challenges 
resulting in an improving financial outlook. 

Finally, I would welcome suggestions, comments, or ques¬ 
tions from any member of the North Shore community.
